In the 
last column of Annexure ‘A’ years of appointment have 
been mentioned against each name. The workmen’s case 
is that although they have been working since 1952, 1944 
etc., the date of thejr appointments ag shown in Form B 
register and identity cards ate from 1963, 1971 and 1972. 
This is said to be due to vindictive attitude of the manage¬ 
ment because they happen to be members of Bihar Colliery 
Kamgar Union. 

3. The management has denied the case of vindictive 
attitude. It has been stated that the services of the concerned 
workmen were never continuous and it was not clear as 
to whether they had worked prior to 1970. Standard 
Lodna Coal Company changed bands from one owner to 
another on aeverai occasions. It was finther dosed from 
June, 1970 and workings in the min© started from Novem¬ 
ber/December, 1970, There ivas a conciliation settlement, 
dated 12-11-1970, According to the statement it was agreed 
between the iranagement and the union to give work to 
the workmen who were on the rolls of the company In 
June, 1970 and who would report for duties within 15 
dayg from the date of resumption of work and jjet their 
names registered. Except Bhugal Modak (Si, No. 4 of the 
Annexure ‘A’) the other concerned workmen did not report 
for duties within IS days of the resumption of work nor 
got their names registered. The management’s plea is that 
all the concerned workmen except Bhugal Modak got their 
right to claim for work in terms of the settlement. The 
positive case of the managen'cnt is that the concerned 
workmen were employed as fresh rccrUts after nationalisa¬ 
tion and accordingly their dates of appointment have been 
shown in the Form B register, 

4. The management has filed an extract of the yearwilso 
P.F. Contribution and date of appointment as per P.F. 
record. This is an admitted document and marked Ext. Ml. 
This extract ia in respect of these 9 workmen mentioned 
in Annexure 'A*. Against their names the P.F. Aoootmt 
ntumber had also been given and in the very next column there 
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ia date of appointment. The date of a|3poi:itniLiu as m. ritioned 
in Ext. Ml is consistent with the date of appoint 
ment mentioned and claimed by the woikmenj in Annoxurc 
‘A’. It will appear from Ext, Ml that theyo conceinod work¬ 
men were appointed on the dates as mentioned in Ext. MI 
and claimed by them. On the stronfith of this document 
Ext, Ml the management has admitted that these concerned 
workmen were appointed origin,illy on the dates mentioned 
in .Annexure ‘A’. The management however claims that 
there hara been break in service of these concerned work¬ 
men and that they were freshly appointed. It is their 
positive case that Standard Coal Co. (P) Ltd. had closed 
the mine in the month of June, 1970 and it wns opened 
sometime in NovembcrlDccember. 1970. This was before 
the nationalisation and when the Standard Coal Co. (P) 
Ltd. was the owner. The management filed Ext. M2 to 
show that there wa.s a dispute between the Colliery Maz- 
door Sangh, Lodna Branch and the Cc.al company which 
was pending conciliation proceeding before the Acsistant 
Labour Commissioner (C) Dhanbad. As a term of settle 
ment all the permanent svorkmen and staff who were on 
the rolls of the colliery in the month of Tune, 1970 were 
to be allowed to tesi.me their work on the coramencerrent 
of work at the colliei-y if they reported for work within 
15 days' from the commencement of work. According to 
the management none except Bhugal Modak appeared for 
work. Now for this plea the only dooumont filed on behalf 
m the management is Ext. Ml This document shows that 
Bhugal Modak had contribpted fully towards the provident 
fund and the rest had not paid. The managemen't obviously 
referring to the contribution? trade in the 3rd quarter of 
the year 1970-71. It will appear that so far as 1970 is 
concerned, all the concerned workmen had fully contii- 
biited Furtheranore, Bhugal Modak had fully contributed 
in 1972 and Smt, Bina Sinha had also fully contributed. 
Tho inference sought to he drawn by the management is 
that if the concerned workmen with the exception of Bhiical 
Modak had worked from December, 1970 upto March, 
1971, they would have contributed in the same manner as 
Bhugal Modak. In 1972 Bhugal Modak and Smt. Bina Sinha 
had made full contribution while the rest not. fhe positive 
ca.se of the management is that these concerned workmen 
approached the management for work after nationalisation 
in 1973 and they wore permitted to work with the result that 
in 1973 they made their full contribution. But Ext. Ml will 
show that there was no contribution by Smt. Bina Sinha 
in 1973. Furthermore, there is nothing to show that Smt. 
Bina Sinhn not joined as per settlement when tho colliery 
reopened in December, 1970, because in Ext. Ml which 
clearly shows that in 1972 she made full contribution towards 
provident fund. Now, if this document, Ext. Ml is taken 
to be the standard for the inference as de.sircd by the 
management, there is no rc.non why Bhugal Modak and 
Smt. Bina Sinha shnuhl r.ot succeed in this case beause 
there does not appe ii to Iv any break in their services. 
The mana:i3ment has produced merely form B feigister 
of the colliery in order to show the date of appointments 
of these foneerned workmen. Bhug.al Modak has been 
ahown to have been appointed in 1963 for which there is 
no jusiification, Similarly, there is no jnstific.ntion for show¬ 
ing Smt. Bina Sinha from 1-10-71. Tho rest have been 
shown from the year 1972 on the basis that they were 
appointed by Meysrs Bharat Coking Coal ltd. after 
nationalisation.,But with regard to fhe fresh appointees no 
document has been filed by the management. There is not 
even a settlement. Obviously, they were in their service by 


virtue of their being old workers of the colliery and I do 
not "ce any good reason why tliey should not have been 
placed as appointees from their oriinal date of appoint¬ 
ment 

5. Tiom the above it appears to me that thete is enough 
ju.stification for holding that these concerned workmen were 
appointed from the dates as mentioned in the last column 
in tho Annexure to the schedule, 

6. Thus naving considered all aspects of the matter 1 
hold that the demand of the workmen of Lodna Colliery 
of Me.ssrs Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. At and Post Office : 
Loilna, District Dhanbad that the dates of appointment of 
the workmen mentioned In Anncxnre ‘A’ of the schedule 
as indicated against each in the annexirre is Justified. 

Thi? is my award.

SCHEDULE 

“Whclhci the action of the Cantonment Executive Offi¬ 
cer, Ramgarh, in teiminating the services of Shii 
Aditya Narayan Tripalhy, Lower Division Assistant 
with effect fiom 8-2-1980 is legal and justified ? 
If not, to wh.it relief the workman is entitled ?’’ 

2. The case of the woikman b that he was appointed as 
L.D.A. (Tax Collector) by the management from 8-2-1979 
and after six months of his service he piayed for being 
made permanent, but the management terminated h;s service 
without assigning any reason with effect from 7-2-1980 i.e, 
after completion of one year without observing the provi¬ 
sions of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, It is submitted 
that one month’s notice or one month's pay in lieu of notice 
w'as not paid to him. 

3. On the above allegations it is prayed that the termina¬ 
tion is illegal and he should be leinstated with full back 
wages. 

4. The of the C.tnionmeni on the other hand is that 
the concerned woikman vras appointed by the Board to the 
post of L.D.A. (Tax Collector) for a period of one year on 
a purely temporary basis with effect from 8-2-1979 and the 
teims and conditions of his appointment were mentioned in 
his letter and the concerned workman joined his service 
agreeing to the terms, It is submitted that the appointment 
was for a period of one year only and hence services were 
terminated after expiry of one year. 

5. Tl is, howevci-, admitted tb.it the only relief that was 
to be alter dec! to the concerned workman i.e. payment of 
one month's wage in lieu of one month’s notice was with¬ 
held due to ignorance of law and it was without any roalafide 
and the management is ready to pay him one month’s wages 
in lieu of notice as provided under the Act. 

6. In their rejoinder to the written statement filed on 
behalf of the woikman the same plea has been taken and 
it is sub.nitled that there was no obligation on the part of 
the Cantonment Board to consider the ea‘c of the concerned 
workman for re-employment after the expiry of one year, 
ft is therefore, prayed that the reference be decided in 
favour of the management, 

7. The point for coirsideiation is as to whether the action 
of the Cantonment Executive Officer in terminating the ser¬ 
vices of ihe concerned workman with effect frorn 8-2-1980 
is legal and justified. If not, to what relief the workman is 
entitled. 
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8. None of the parlies have adduced any oral evidence 
and have based their arguments on documents only. Ext. M-l 
is the appointment letter dated 3-2-1979 issued to the con¬ 
cerned vvorkman which shows Uiat he was appointed as a 
Tax Collector on a purely temporary basis liable to be ter¬ 
minated by giving one month’s notice without assigning any 
reason. This was as per resolution of the Board Ext, M-3. 
Ext. M'2 is a letter dated 30-1-1980 terminating the services 
of the concerned workman and it is mentioned in the lettei 
that as he w.ts appointed as a temporary Tax Collector for 
a period of one year only his services will stand terminated 
on 7-2-1980 and he was accordingly diiceted to hand over 
charge of his office to the Tax Superintendent on 7-2-1980. 
-Thus the termination letter would show that the services of 
the concerned workman was terminated just on the expliy 
of one year. 

9. On behalf of the concerned workman Ext, W-1 his 
appointment letter has been filed and it shows that he joined 
bis duties on 8-2-1979. His appointment was made as per 
resolution of the Cant. Board Ext. W-2. Ext, W-3 is a 
letter by the A.L.C. dated 2-7-80 informing the Board that 
the termination of the services of the concerned workman was 
illegal as no nolice or one mont/i's wages in lieu of notice 
was issued to him which was mandatory and the manage¬ 
ment was requested to attend the discussion. The letter was 
considered bv the Board vide u-solution Ext. M-4 and it 
was held that as liir 'ppoiutmenl was pmely temporarv the 
termination was legil 

10. Thus from the above facts it is clearly proved that 
one month's notice or one month's wages in lieti of notice 
was not given to the concerned workman at the time of 
termination of his service. Admittedly he worked under the 
management for a period of full one year, lii Ihe appointment 
letter no specific date is mentioned to show from which date 
his services were to be terminated, In this connection Sec¬ 
tion 25-F of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 is relevant. It 
reads as follows : 

'’25-F. Conditions precedent to reticnchment of work¬ 
men—-No workman employed in any industry who 
has been in continuous service for not le‘'s than 
one year under an employer shall be letrcnchcd bv 
that employer until — 

(a) the workman has been given one month’s notice 

in writing indicating the reasons for retrenchment 
and the period of notice has expired, or the 
workman has been paid in lieu of such notice, 
wages for the period of the notice ; 

Provided that no such notice shall be necessary 
if the retrenchment is under an agreement which 
specifies a date for the tcimination of service; 

(b) the workman has been paid, at the time of re¬ 
trenchment, compensation which shall be equiva¬ 
lent to fifteen days’ average pay 'for every comp¬ 
leted year of continuous service” or any part 
thereof In excess of six months; and 

tc) notice in the prescribed manner is served on the 
appropriate Government (or such authority as 
may be specified by the appropriate Government 
by notification in the Official Gazettcl." 

The provisions of this Section is mandatory and it is clear 
that the requirement of paying compensation is a mandatory 
pre condition for valid retrenchment of a workman and the 
non-compliance of it will make the retrenchment or termi¬ 
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nation invalid or inoperative. The payment of one month’s 
wages In lieu of notice is thus a condition precedent befoic 
an employee can be retienched or his services terminated. 

It is admitted by the management that no such payment was 
made and It was urged on their behalf that it was due to 
ignorance of law and not with any malafldc intention. But 
ignorance of law is no excuse. As the management has 
not complied with the piovisions of Section 25-F of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, it must be held that (he order of 
termination is bad, invalid and inoperalive in law. 

11. It is tbeieforc held that the termination of the sciwices 
of the concerned workman without giving one month’s notice 
or nob'ce pay Is illegal and invalid. It is also well settled that 
if the termination is invalid in law, subsequent payment of 
compensation cannot validate it. In support its ruling 
reported in 1967 (2) L.L.J. page 23 may be referred to. 
Therefore, even if the management at this stage agrees to 
pay the compensation it cannot validate the tennination, 

12. The next question is as to what relief the concerned 
workman is entitled. Evidently as the termination has been 
held to be invalid and without any fault of the concerned 
workman, he is entitled to be reinstated with full back 
wages. 

13. I give my award nccoidingly.

2. In this case the workmen belong to five companies. 

The claim of the workmen is for payment of 20% of their 
earnings as bonus for the accounting year ending on 31-12-79 
and 31-3-80. t 

3. Except for M/s. Jain China Clay Mines of Rajmahal 
none of the other employers appeared to file any written 
statement, In fact the workmen of those four employers 
have entered into settlement and settlements have been filed 
in this Tribunal and verified to be correct. Accordingly 
these settlements are accepted as beneficial to the workmen. 

4. But inspitc of repeated dates given in this reference 
the workmen represented by Mangalhat Khadan Mazdoor 
Sangh h.ive not appeared to contest th^s case. This case 
was therefore taken up cx pane and one witness for the 
management was examined. MW-1, Shri A. K. Sengupta 
is the Administrative Officer of Iain China Clay Mines. This 
company is the owner of Rajmahal Clay and Silica Sand 
Mine. His evidence is that Silica mine was opened on 
1-4-79 but eversince it began functioning no profit waS derived 
from the working of this mine. He has said that the 
accounting year of this company is from Ist April to 3Ist 
March. He has further said that from the period of this 
claim the accounting year of Ihc company is not the sixth 
accounting year from the date of opening and as such the 
company was not liable to pay any bonus for the period men¬ 
tioned in this refe\ence. This content on of the manage¬ 
ment is on the basis of the Bonus Act itself, I have there¬ 
fore to hold that the workmen of Ja'n China Clay Mines, 
Rajmahal are not entitled to 20% of their earnings as bonus 
for the accounting year ending on 31-12-79 and 31-3-80. 

5. The result is that so far as the workmen of (I) M/s. 
Saidpur China Clay Mines, Rajmahal (S.P.) (2) M./s, Standard 
Mercantile Co., Rajmahal (S.P.) (3) M/s. Shri Jaigovind Dutta 
owner of Saidpur Silica Mine, Rajmahal (S.P.) and (4) M/s. 
Suraj Minerals, Rajmahal, S.P. are concerned the payment of 
bonus to them will be on the basis of the settlement arrived 


at between their union and the management. The settlement 
will form part of this award. But so far as the workmen of 
Jain China Clay Mines o f Rajmahal are concemed, they 
are not entitled to the bonus claimed by them for the account¬ 
ing year ending on 31-3-80.

The Budget Estimates of the Receipts and Expenditure of 
the Employees' State Insurance Corporation for the financial 
year 1979-80 were approved by the Standing Committee and the 
Corporation at the meetings held on the 24th Februaiy, 1979. 

These were approved by the Central Government. 

2, The Budget Estimates 1979-80 covered— 

(i) Provisions needed for the running of the Scheme In 
various Centres where it has already been implemented, 
and 

(11) funds needed for the extension Scheme to new areas/new 
classes of establishments. 


J. At the time of preparing the Bndget Estimates for 1979- 
80, It was anticipated that the Scheme would be extended 
to new areas/new classes of establishments as per programme 
detailed in ApPendix-1 from the dates shown rg-instcach in 
column 3 thereof. However, due to administrative and other 
difflculties in making adequate medical arrangements by the 
State Governments concerned, the programme of implementa¬ 
tion had to be modified. The Scheme was actually extended 
to some of the areas/new classes of establishments from the 
later dates as shown In column 4 of Appendlx-I. As regards 
the aroas/new classes of establisments where the expectation 
to extend the Scheme could not materialise, the revised dates, 
as now anticipated, have beep indicated in column 4 of the 
above referred Appendix. 

4, Appendix II shows Slate-wise total coverage where the 
Scheme has already been implemented upto 31-12-1979, addi¬ 
tional areas including new Sectors of employment, along with 
the dates, where the Scheme is expected to be Implemented 
by the end of 1979-80 and during 1980-81, These areas have 
been determined as a result of further correspondence with the 
State Governments. 

5. The Revised Estimates for the financial year 1979-80 
and Budget Estimates for the year 1980-81 have been prepared 
In the light of the revised programme of implementation.

Brief explanations for some of the important Items tinder the 
various heads are furnished in the foliowing paragraphs:— 

7. Contributions 

Employers' and Employees’ shares of contributions are 
payable through a single contribution stamp as per rates in 
Schedule I of the Employees* State Insurance Act, 1948 as modi¬ 
fied by the Employees’ State Insurance Amendment Act, 1975. 

8. Medical Benefits 

The expenditure under the head "A—Medical Benefits", 
except for the Union Territory of Delhi whore the Scheme is 
directly administered by the Corporation, is initially Incurred 
by the State Governments and is later shared between the 
Corporation and the State Governments in the prescribed ratio 
of 7 :1. The maximum shareable amount is subject to the 
ceilings fixed by the Corporation from time to time. The 
provision made under this head is Intended to cover the Corpo¬ 
ration’s share of the expenditure. 

8.2 Ceiling on Expenditure on Medical Benefits. 

The ceilings of yearly shareable expenditure on medical 
benefits per employee ore as follows from 1st April, 1979:—

The Corporation has also liberalised the limit of expenditure 
on drugs and medicines which is allowed over and above the 
coiling indicated above. The previous limit was expenditure 
above Rs. 25 and upto Rs. 45 per capita and the same has been 
raised to expenditure above Rs. 95 and upto Rs, 50. 

8.3 Payments to State Governments 

The Corporation makes during the year ‘On Account' 
payments upto 90% of its share of expenditure on medical 
benefits, on the basis of expenditure statements received from 
the State Goverments, subject to adjutments on receipts of audit 
certificates from the concerned State Accountant General 

8.4 Expenses incurred directly by the Corporation 

The provision made under the head "Medical treatment 
and care and maternity facilities—expenses incurred directly 
by the Corporaion "Includes the estimated cost of administra¬ 
tion of the Medical care to the Insured Persons and their fa¬ 
milies In the Union Territory of Delhi. The anticipated recovery 
at the rate of l/8th of shareable amount has been taken into 
account In the Revised Estimates 1979-80 and Budget Estimates 
1980-81 on the Revenue side under the head "State Qovem- 
ments/Union Territories’ share towards medical benefits ini¬ 
tially Incurred by the Corporation.” 


Revised Estimates for the Year 1979-80 
I-RECEIPTS 

9.1 The Revenue of the Corporation for the current year 
(1979-80) is now estimated at Rs. 1,65,13.19 lakhs as aginst 
Rs. 1,61,98.83 lakhs assumed in the Budget. 

Contributions 5 

9.2 The income from Contributions is now anticipated 
at Rs. 1,55,06,.97 lakhs against Rs. 1,52,37.00 lakhs at the 
Budget State. The increase which is 1.8% of the original 
estimates, appears to be due to higher rate of Contribution on 
account of increase in wages. 

9.3 The total number of’covered’ employees’ as on 31-12-1979 
was 58.53 lakhs and about 0.97 lakh more employees 
are likely to be added by the end of the financial year by way 
of extension of the Scheme and additions 1 coverage in the 
existing implemented areas. The Revised Estimates take bto 
account the anticipated additional coverage. 

9.4 The contributions in arrear upto 31st March, 1978, as 
on 31st March, 1979, amounted to Rs. 24,61.00 lakhs. Ap¬ 
propriate steps have been taken to realise the arrears. The 
Corporation has already taken legal action for rccoveiy of out- 
stading arrears of Rs. 18,82.00 lakhs. Action for another 
amount of Rs. 3,81.00 lakhs is under consideration. For the 
remaining amount of Rs. 1,98.00 lakhs it is not possible to 
proceed with legal action, due to cither court iru'uction res¬ 
training recovery or as a result of the factories going into liqui¬ 
dation or the employers disputing coverage in the Court of law. 
Concerted efforts are being made by the Corporation for re¬ 
covery of its dues. It may, however, be stated that the Corpo¬ 
ration has to depend on State Governments for recovery of Its 
dues. 

SHARE OF DELHI ADMmiSTRATION TOWARDS 
MEDICAL BENEFITS 

9.5 The responsibility for provision of medical care to 
the Insured persons and their families in Delhi was taken over 
by the Corporation with effect from the 1st April, 1962. In 
accordance with the approved arrangements, l/8th of expendi¬ 
ture incurred by the Corporation together with such expenditure 
as may bo in excess of the prescribed ceiling on mdical care, is 
Rs. 66.52 lakhs under the head “State Governments”yUruon 
Territories’ share towards medical benefits initially incurred by 
the Corporation” represents the amount payable by the Delhi 
Administration for the year 1977-78 (part payment was made 
in 1978-79) and 1978-79. 

Interest and Dividends : 

9.6 Receipts on account of interest earned on investments 
of surplus cash balance and interest on advances granted to 
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Corporation’s employees for the purchase of conveyances, 
house building etc., during the year 1979-80 have now been 
estimated at Rs. 4,81.88 lakhs against the original Budget 
Estimates of Rs. 4,41.90 lakhs. The Increase In the Revised 
Estimates is mainly due to realisation of investments made 
from 1-1-1979 to 12-9-1979 under the Reinvestment plan on 
which interest at the rate I'f 9 per cent per annum has been 
credited during the year. The amount so realised has been 
reinvested with effect from 13-9-1979 under the Reinvestment 
Plan earning interest at the rate of 10 per cent per annum. 
Compensations : 

9.7 Compensation from State Governments and Emplo¬ 
yers ; Where the incidence of sickness payments to insured 
persons in any State is found to exceed the All-India average, 
the amount of such excess is shared between the State Govern¬ 
ment and the Corporation in accordance with the provisions 
contained in Section 58(2) of Employees' State Insurance Act. 
Similarly, where the Corporation considers that the incidents 
of sickness among insured persons is excessive by reasons of—- 

(i) insanitary working conditions in a factory or 
establishments or the neglect of the owner or occupier of the 
factory or establishment to observe any health regulations 
enjoined on him by or under any ejiactment; or 

(ii) insanitary conditions of any tenements or lodgings 
occupied by Insured perons and such insanitary conditions are 
attributable to the neglect of the owner of that tenements or 
lodgings to observe any health regulations enjoined on him; 

The Corporation may recover the extra expenditure incurred 
on account of sickness benefit from the owner or occupier of the 
factory or establishment. 

The Revised Estimates 1979-80 provide for the amount 
which has been determined as payable by Bihar, Madhya Pra¬ 
desh and Tamil Nadu States. 

9.8 Rents, Rates and Ta.xe$ in respect of— 

(i) Office Buildings (including staff quarters), and 

(ii) Hospitals/Dispensaries (including staff quarters). 

The rent in respect of hospitals and dispensaries buildings 

constructed by the Corporation forms a part of the shareable 
expenditure incurred by the State Governments on the pro¬ 
vision of medical benefits to the insured persons. It thus, gets 
automatically apportioned between the Corporation and the 
State Governments in the prescribed ratio of 7 ; 1. 

Fees, Fines (ScForefoitures ; 

9.9, Those include receipts on account of licence fee from the 
employers for use of Franking Machines by them and also 
damages levied on the employers for failure to pay dues of the 
Corporation and/or non-submission of contribution cards in 
-time. 

Miscellaneous Receipts-: 

These include receipts on account of cost of duplicate iden¬ 
tity cards, recoveries Of over payments and disallowances in 


Audit, recoveries of leave salary and pension contributions, 
employees' contribution towards C.G.H.S. recoveries of service 
expenditure incurred in previous years which cannot be taken 
to the corresponding revenue heads, recoveries of cost of law 
suits including amounts decreed by courts and recoveries of 
Cash Benefits etc. 

n -EXPENDITURE 

10. The expenditure on Revenue Account in the Current 
year (1979-80) is now estimated to be Rs. 1,57,83.91 lakhs ns 
against Rs. 1,48,63.65 lakhs anticipated in the Budget. 

BENEFIT TO INSURED PERSONS & THEIR FAMILIES 
A—Medical^encfits : 

11.1. Tlie total provision under this head is Rs. 63,55.67 
lakhs (includes arrear payments of Rs, 12,69,86 lakhs for ear¬ 
lier years) which comprises Rs, 60,02,67 lakhs as Corporation’s 
share of expenditure incurred by the State Governments on 
providing medical care, Rs. 3,43,00 lakhs as expenditure on 
Medical benefits in Delhi where the Scheme is directly admini¬ 
stered by tlie Corporation and Rs. 10.00 lakhs towards the pay- 
.ment of confinement fees payble under the Scheme to the bene¬ 
ficiaries in Vidarbha area in Maharashtra Region. In respect 
of Delhi, the recovery of 1 /8th expenditure has been taken into 
account on the receipt side of the Budget Estimates 1980-81. 
The l/8th share of confinement charges due from Maharashtra 
State will be adjusted white ro-imbursing its claim for expendi¬ 
ture on medical benefits. 

An amount of Rs, 12,69.86 lakhs has been provided to meet 
the past liabilities expected to be settled during the current 
financial year against the provision of Rs. 12,36.79 lakhs 
in the budget estimates 1979-80. 

The Increased In the Revised Estimates 1979-80 in the 
expenditure on Medical benefits is due to revision of the ceilings 
on medical care with effect from 1st April, 1979, provision 
for which was not made in the Budget Estimates, 

B—Cash Benefits : 

11.2. Provisions of Rs. 63,51.85 lakhs in the Revised Esti- 
niates 1979-80 made for the various Cash Benefits, vide details 
in the statement 'B', is based on the progress of actuals for the 
first eight months of the financial year 1979-80 and the antici¬ 
pated requirement for the remaining months. 

The increased provision in the Revised Estimates 1979-80 
against the original provision of Rs. 56,56.39 lakhs is partly 
on account of high incidence of claims in certain areas during 
strikes. The additional expenditure in Coimbatore area alone 
during textile strike in July-August, 1979, was about Rs. 3,96,26 
lakhs. 

There has also been a trend towards an increase in the 
average number of benefit days per annum per employee and 
the amount of daily rate of benefit per employee as shown 
below—

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The Director General haa been keeping continuous watch 
over the sickness benefit claims at various Centres. The relevant 
statistics received at the Headquarters every month are analysed 
periodically and abnormal variation in the trend in any Centre 
is taken up with the Regional Directors and Administrative 
Medical Officers with a view to enable them to take suitable 
and prompt remedial measures wherever necessary and possible. 

Substantial variations have also been noticed among the 
States Inter se in respect of incidence and duration of sickness 
benefit claims and temporary disablement benefit claims. The 
matter in regard to an analysis of the variation in cash benefits 
in different States is receiving attention. In cases of high 
Incidence of cash benefits, a further control by the State Go-^ 
vornments on certification seems indicated. The Reglona 
Boards and Local Committees need also to bo activlsed to check 
abuse of cash benefits in the event of strikes and lock outs etc. 

C—Other Benefits : 

12. A provision of Rs. 16.43 lakhs has been made in the 
Revised Estimates against the Budget Estimates of Rs. 16.41 
lakhs under C—Other Benefits to cover expenses on miscellaneous 
items e.g, fees paid to Medical Boards and Appeal Tribunals, 
the payments made to Insured Persons in reimbursement of the 
expenditure incurred direct by thorn on transport for appearing 
before Medical Boards and Medical Referees and also expendi¬ 
ture on the loss of wages payable to the Insured Persons for 
appearing before the Medical Boards, and other miscellaneous 
expenses including foe paid for post mortem examhiatlon of 
Insured Persons and charges payable to Police authorities for 
obtaining police reports and other statements for deciding cases 
of employment injury etc. 

Administration Expenses ; 

13. The total expenditure on Administration during the 
year 1979-80 is now anticipated at Rs. 11,40.14 lakhs as against 
Rs. 11,01.02 lakhs anticipated at the budget stage. The pro¬ 
vision Is based on the actual expenditure incurred during the first 
eight months of 1979-80 (including actuals of pay & allowances 
for nine months) and the expenditure likely to be incurred dining 
the remaining four months of the year. The latter includes 
expenditure on certain items which arc adjusted annually at the 
close of the yoir viz. annual maintenance and depreciation 
charges transferred to Reserve Funds, Corporation’s Contribu¬ 
tion to Pension Reserve Fund and the Employees' State Insu¬ 
rance Corporation Contributory Provident Fund and interest 
thereon. 

The Revised Estimates 1979-80 make additional provision 
on account of the following post-budget decisions. 

(1) Increase in dearness allowance with effect from 1-12-78 
and 1-5-79 (Rs. 33.00 lakhs). 

(2) Implementation of a part of the recommendations of 
the Pay Committee (1978) with effect from 1-9-79 
(Rs. 10.00 lakhs). 

Hospitals/Dispeusaries; 

14. The provision under this head comprises (i) depreciation 
of hospital/dispengary buildings (Rs- 47,89 lakhs) and (11)repair 
and maintenance of these buildings (Rs, 138 88 lakhs) as per 
the percentages of capital cost fixed for the puipose i.c., 1 % and 
2.9% respectively. 

CONTRIBUTIONS TO CAPITAL CONSTRUCTION 

AND EMERGENCY RESERVE FUNDS 

Capital Construction Reserve Fund ; 

15,1 In accordance with the provisions of Section 28(iv) 
of the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948, one of the pur¬ 
poses for which the Employee’s State Insurance Fund shall be 


extended is "establishment and maintenance of hospitals’ 
dispensaries and other institutions and the provision of medical 
and other ancilliary services for the benefit of insured persons and 
where the medical benefit is extended to their 
families". In its meeting held cn the 2nd Febiuary, 1974, the 
Corporation decided that 10% of the totnl revenue derived from, 
‘Employers’ and ‘Employees’ contribution may be credited to 
the Clapital Construction Reserve Fund for construction of 
hospitals/dispensaries/olher Medical instilulions and office 
buildings/staff quarters in the ratio of 8;2, respectively. Accor¬ 
dingly, provision of Rs. 15,50.70 lakhs has been made in the 
Revised Estimates 1979-80, 

Emergency Reserve Fund ; 

15.2. As decided by the Corporation in its meeting held on 
17lh March, 1973, 20% of the excess of income over expen. 
diture (whole of the excess when it is less than Rupees one crore) 
Is to bo credited to the Emergency Reserve Fund. Accordirgly, 
provision of Rs. 1,82.35 lakhs has been made in the Revised 
Estimates 1979-80. 

Expenditure on Capital account ; 

16. The amount originally provided for expenditure on 
Capital account for construction work was Rs, 11,00.00 lakhs 
comprising (i) Rs. 1,25.00 lakhs for construction of office 
buildings including staff qu?rters Sr (ii) Rs. 9,75.00 lakhs for 
construction of hospitals and disptrsaiics. 

The provision for Rs. 7,50.00 lakhs has been made in the 
Revised Estimates 1979-80 as follows:— 

(a) Office Buildings (including Staff Quarters) 

The pfovision of Rs. 1,25 00 lakhs made in the Budget 
Estimates 1979-80 has been reduced to Rs, 85.(X) lakhs in the 
Revised Estimates 1979-80 on the basis of trend of actuals. 

(b) Buildings of Hospitals and Dis-pensaries : 

The provision of Rs. 9,75.00 lakhs under this head has also 
been reduced to Rs. 6,65.00 lakhs in the Revised Estimates 

1979- 80 on the basis of trend of actuals ."nd anticipated pay¬ 
ments. The office buildings (including staff quarters) and buil¬ 
dings of hospitals and dispensaiks for which (he provision 
made in the budget estimates 1979-80 has remained unutilised 
substantially, arc shown m Annexuro V to Peiformance Budget 

1980- 81 in this Volume. Non-utilisation of the budget provision 
has been duo to either the State Govimmenfs/construcfion 
agencies not asking for funds as the pace of construction could 
not bo kept up on account of dfificulties in procuring cement/ 
steel or the new projects could not be taken in hand as anti¬ 
cipated. The matter is being pursued with the construction 
agencies/state Governments. 

Excess of Income over Expenditure ; 

17. At the budget stage an excess of income of Rs. 13,35.18 
lakhs over expendituio was estimated. However, as per Re¬ 
vised Estimates the excess of income over expenditure has been 
assessed as Rs. 7,29.28 lakhs. Th: dccrerse which works out 
to Rs. 6,05.90 lakhs can be ana]y3..d broadly as under.

A—Medical Benefits 

20 1. A total provision of Rs. 68,72.45 lakhs, in eluding 
an amount of Rs. 12,46,56 lakhs for past liabilities, has been 
made in the Budget Estimates 1980-81 for medical benefits 
in the light of Revised Estimates 1979-80, anticipated additional 
coverajc during the year and improvement in the typo of me- 

dical care to the families of insured persons. The number of 

covered employees during 1980-81 has been estimated at 
60,75 lakhs (weighted average). The provision includes Rs. 
3,64.00 lakhs to be incurred directly by the Corporation during 
1980-81 for providing medical care to the Insured Persons and

20.2. The Corporation’s outstanding liability towards 
reimbursement of Its share of the medical cost incurred by 
the State Governments upto 1978-79, is anticipated to the 
extent of Rs. 19,89.44 lakhs. Out of this claim for Rs. 12,69.86 
lakhs are expected to be paid during 1979-80 and the balance 
of Rs. 7,19,58 lakhs in 1980*81 on receipt of Aduit Certificates. 
A provision of Rs. 5,26.98 lakhs (J0% of the anticipated lia¬ 
bility for 1979-80) has also been made in the Budget Estimates 
1980-81 for reimbursement to the State Governments. 

20.3. If all the State Governments provide full medical 
care to the baneflclaries and fully utilise the maximum amount 
admissible as per the monetary ceilings referred in paragraph 

8.2 above, on the basis of total covered employees (62.00 lakhs) 
during 1980-81, the Corporation’s share of expenditure on 
medical care will amount to Rs. 75,95,00 lakhs . There is thus 
a contingent liability of about Rs. 7,70.00 lakhs per annum. 

20.4. Tha matter whjther ths existing ceilings on midical 
care need a further revision, is being considered by a Commi¬ 
ttee. Additional funds on medical care, if necessary, will be 
provided at the time of framing Revised Estimates 1980-81. 

B — Cash Benefits 

21.1. Expenditure on Ctsh Benefits during 1980-81 is 
exsilmated at Rs. 63,52,47 lakhs keeping in view the Revised 
Estimates 1979-80 and the extension of the Scheme to new ereas 
establishments. Due allowance has been mt de for commence¬ 
ment of benefit periods in the now areas expected to be covered 
under the Scheme.

INTRODUCTION OF INVALIDITY BENEFIT AND 

ENHANCEMENT IN CERTAIN EXISTING BENEFITS 

22.1. The Corporation has eppioved the Scheme of Inva¬ 
lidity Benefit to be introduced in the Emplcyees’ State 
Insurance Act, to cover the contingency cf invalidity due to 
causes other than emplcyment irjuiy. It has b-en •■ent to t' c 
Centra 1 Government forapprovaland consoquentirl amendment 
to the Act. 

The approval of the Scheme bythe Central Government 
and amendment of the Act is likely to take time. No budget 
provision has, therefore, been made for Invalidity Benefit either 
in the Revised Estimates 1979-80 or in the Budget Estimates 
1980-81, In case the amendment to the Act is made during 
1980-81, necessary sanction for additional budget provision to 
meet the expenditure on Invalidity Benefit will be solicited from 
the Corporation at the appropriate time. 

22.2. Similarly no provision has been made for enhance¬ 
ment of certain existing benefits recommended by the High 
Powered Sub-Committee on amendments in the Employees* 
State Insurance Act, 1948. 

Administration Expenses ; 

23.1, The Administration Expenses have been exhibited 
under two heads, viz., “(A)—Superintendence” and 
‘‘(B)— Field Work”. 

23.2 A total provision of Rs. 12,12.44 lakhs has been 
made for expenses on Administration in the Budget Estimates 
1980-81. 

The provision for pay and allowances in the Budget Esti¬ 
mates 1980-81 provides for normal Increase on account of in¬ 
crements etc. Besides, it provides for additional posts required, 
os per the approved norms, on account of increase in coverage 
and establishment of a number of new Local Offices. 

Staff Strength ; 

23.3. A statement showing the details of the staff of the 
Corporation as it stood sanctioned on 31-3-1979 and that it is 
expected to be on 31-3-1980 and 31-3-1981 is at Appendix-lII. 
The increase in staff strength, which is due to progressive ex¬ 
pansion of the Employees State Insurance Scheme, is asper 
approved norms. It may be mentioned that fresh work study of 
offices has been conducted and the norms are being formulated 
afresh. These will be taken care of while framing Revised 
Estimates 1980-81. 

23.4. The Corporation has decided to set up an appropriate 
media for educative publicity of its activities. Sanction of the 
Central Government for the post of public Relation Officer 
has been asked for. Provision for this post has been made in the 
Budget Estimates. Provision for the supporting staff, as may be 
necessary, will be made in the Revised Estimates 1980-81. 

23.5. Decisions of the Central Government on most of 
the recommendations of the Pay Committee (1978) are also 
awaited. Necessary provision as may be necessary, will be made 
in the Revised Estimates 1980-81,

as well Bs agricultu.-al workers, extension to permanent emplo¬ 
yees in Sugar and other seasonal industries and enhancement 
the wage ceiling for coverage from Rs. 1000 at present to 
Rs. 1600 p.m. The Report is awaiting c'nstderatirn by the 
■ ■ - ■ ^ .——Central Goveinmcnt 

for making necessary amendments to the Act. Th- Peispcctive 
Plan for extension of the Scheme during the next 5 years or so 
will, thnefore, depend upon the decisions to be taken by the 
Central Government on the above mentioned rtcommendations 
of the High Powered Sub-Committee, Meanwhile, the Ministiy 
of Labour have agreed in principal to the extension of the 
Scheme to building construction workers (who fall within the 
semi-organised/un-ojganistd Sectors) in metropeiiian towns 
where the E.S.J, Scheme is already in force. The State Govts., 
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wh'i are the “appropriate Governments” for extension of the 
Scheme to these workers under the Act, have been requested to 
consider extension of the Scheme to these workers at the earliest. 
The actual extension however, depends on the decisions to bo 
taken by the State Governments, None of the State Government 
have so far conveyed their agreement to the proposed extension. 

A realistic 5-Year Perspective Plan can be formulated 
after the final decision' of the Central Government on the 
recommendations of the High Powered Sub-Committee are 
known and the State Governments convey their agreement in 
principle to the extension of the Scheme to new classes of es- 
tablishmcnls/workcrs. Presently, annual Plans for extension 
of the Scheme to new ar eas and to new sectors are being drawn 
up for the two years at a time i.e., for the current financial year 
and the next financial year, in consultation with the Stale 
Governments concernt d.

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PERFORMANCE BUDGET OF THE EMPLOYEES’ STATE 
INSURANCE CORPORATION FOR THE YEAR 1980-81 

Introductory : 

The Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948. is the onlv piece 
of social insurance legislation in India which provides for bene¬ 
fits in contingencies of sickness, maternity and employment in¬ 
jury to certain categories of industrial workers. 

Coverage ; 

2, The Employees’ State insurance Act, 1948. applies to all 
lion-seasonal factories using power wherein 20 or more persons 
are employed for wages. The Scheme is being implemented in a 
phased manner area-wise. The Scheme is being further extended 
to new classes of establishments namely, power using factories 
employing 10-19 persons and non-power using factories, shops, 
cinemas including preview theatres, hotels, restaurants, road 
motor transport undertakings and newspaper establishments 
employing 20 or more persons. 

The employees employed in factorios/establishments, as 
mentioned above and in receipt of wages not exceeding Rs. 1,000 
per month are covered under the Act. 

Principal Objects of the Scheme : 

3, The Corporation provides the following benefits to the 
Insured persons and their families. 

1. Medical Benefit. 

Medical Care is piovided through the ESI hospitals 
and dispensaries. 

2. Cash Benefits. 

(i) Sickness benefit when an insured person falls sick. 

(ii) Maternity benefit to female Insured workers. 

liiO Temporary/Permanent Disablement benefits to insured 
persons who meet with accidents during the course of 
employment. 

(iv) Dependants’ benefit to the families of insured persons 
who die as a result of employment injury. 

(v) Funeral expenses to the family members or the nearest 
relation of the deceased insured worker to perform his 
funeral rites. 

The quantum of the benefit is given in paragraph 12.2 below. 
Wherever the Employees’ State Insurance Scheme has been 
implemented, the employers are absolved of their liability under 


the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1923 and the Maternity 
Act. 1961. 

Administration ; 

4. The Einployccs* State Insurance Scheme is administered 
by a corporate body called the Employees’ State Insurance Cor¬ 
poration, which has members representing employers, emplo¬ 
yees. Medical profession, the Central and State Governments, 
and Parliament. A Standing Committee constituted from among 
the members of the Corporation, acts as the Executive Body for 
the administration of the Scheme. There is also a Medical Bene¬ 
fit Council to advise the Corporation regarding matters connected 
with the provisions of medical benefits. 

The provision of medical care under the Employees’ State 
Insurance Scheme is the responsibility of the State Governments 
except in Delhi where the Corporation itself ananges medical 
care. 

Finance ; 

5. The Employees’ State Insurance Scheme is financed by 
the employers and employees contributions. The rates of weekly 
contribution by employees vary from 40 paise to Rs. 3.75 depen¬ 
ding on the wage group to which they belong. Those earning 
less than Rs. 2 per day are not required to pay any contribution. 

The Employers’ contribution works out to about 4.35% of 
the wages. The employees’ contribution is 2.17% of the wages. 
The expenditure on medical care is shared between the Emplo¬ 
yees’ State Insurance Corporation and the State Governments in 
the agreed ratio of 7:1 . The Corporation does not receive any 
financial assistance from the Central Government. 

Extension of the Scheme during 1979-80 

6. The State-wise position regarding coverage of the Scheme 
as on 3Jst March. 1979, is given in Annexurel. During the period 
1st April, 1979 to 31st December, 1979, the Scheme has been 
extended to cover 0.37 lakh more cmployqps. Medical care was 
also extended to 0.82 lakh more family (insured persons) units.

11.6 Apart from curative services provided through hospitals 
and dispensaries, the Corporation is also providing the following 
services through hospitals, specialist centres and dispensaries. 

(i) Facilities for Family Welfare Programme, 

Family Welfare Project sponsored by the ILO and fimdcd 
by UNFPA for augmentation of the E.S.I. Scheme for 
education, molivation and provision of services for 
Family Planning, was commissioned in the year 1976. 
The project was sanctioned initially upto 31-12-1978. 
On review of its performance and keeping in view the 
progress made by it, its activities were extended upto 
31-12-1979. The project which has been steadily picking 
up, is being continued further. Its yearly expenditure is 
now Rs. 7 lakhs. 

The Corporation has spient much more from Its 
own funds also for Family Welfare Programme. Family 
Welfare Programme has been activised in all the ESI 
Dispensarles/Famlly Welfare Centres and more so 
in 45 ESI Dispensaries, out of which seven' have been 
established as 'Service Centres’. A total amount of 
over Rs. 57.14 lakhs has been paid from the funds of 
the Corporation to insured persons who underwent 
family planning operations during the period from 
1-8-1979 to 30th Sept., 1979. The :Corporation has 
decided that the sickness benefit payable to insured 
persons for undergoing vasectomy/tubectomy operations, 
at double the rate of normal sickness benefit, shall 
continue to be granted on permanent basis. 

(ii) Facilities for immunisation including a special pro¬ 
gramme of protecting the children against infectious 
diseases. The immunisation programme is making 
steady progress in alt the States where the E.S.I

11.10 To ensure regular supply of standard and efficacious 
drugs to beneflciaiics of the ESI Scheme, the Corporation has 
entered into rate contract for over 500 drugs with reputed drugs 
manufacturers. These drugs are purchased by State authorities 
of ESI Scheme at fixed uniform rates throughout the Country. 

11.11 With a view to ensure speedy decision of cases of 
insured persons who claim reimbursement of cost of medicines 
purchased by them which are not available in the ESI hospitals/ 
dispensaries, it haS been decided that the State Governnlerrist 
piower of reimbursement of medical expenses be enhanced from 
Rs.-SOO to Rs. 1000 in each case.

12 , 3 . These benefits are paid to the Insured persons or their 
beneficiaries directly by the Corporation through its Lqga( 
Offices /Pay Offices which are located in almost all the nidus- 
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trial centres where the Scheme has been implemented. The 
number of such offices was 684 on 3l8t March, 1979, as against 
677 a year earliar. The incidence of expenditure on cash benefits 
depends on a variety of factors, e.g., state of health, industrial 
peace and the awareness of the workers about their entitlement 
to the benefits, etc. It is, therefore, not possible to fix any 
physical targets. In all, 79.47 lakhs payments (Including 11,751 
claims relating to lump-sum payments in respect of requests for 
commutation of permanent disablement claims) were effected 
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during the year 1978-79, These were 7.64 lakhs more than those 
during the preceding year. On the average 6.62 lakhs payments 
were effected every month as against 5.99 lakhs payments 
during. 1977-78. The number gf payments per employee has

The Director General has been keeping continuous watch 
over the sickness benefit claims at various Centres. The relevant 
statistics received at the Headquarters every month arc analysed 
periodically and abnormal variation in the trend in any Centre 
is taken up with the Regional Directors and Administrative 
Medical Officers with a view to enable them to take suitable and 
prompt remedial measures wherever necessary and possible. 

Sutrstantial variations have been noticed among the States 


inter-se in respect of incidence and duration of sickness benefit 
claims and temporary disablement benefit claims. The matter in 
regard to an analysis of the variation in Cash benefits in different 
States is receiving attention.

16.2 Under the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948, 
the administration of the medical Scheme is the statutory res¬ 
ponsibility of the State Governments- As such it is for them to 
provide necessary buildings to house the Employee*’ State 
Insurance hospitals/dispensaries. In the initial stage, the Cor¬ 
poration had sizeable balance of income over expenditure, 
whereas the State Governments were not finding adequate res¬ 
ources to construct necessary buildings and consequently the 
Scheme was not making much headway. The Corporation, 
therefore, decided to invest available surplus of its income over 
expenditure In the construction of buildings for housing its own 
offices and Employees’ State Insurance hospitals/dis- 
pensaries. 

16.3 The Corporation in its meetings held on 2nd February 
and 3rd December, 1974, reviewed the Capital Construction 
programme of the Employees’ State Insurance projects in various 
States and approved as under. 

(1) 10% of the total revenue derived from ‘Contributions’ 
be credited to the Capital Construction Reserve Fund 
and the expenditure on construction of hospitals/dls- 
pensaries/other medical institutions and office buildings/ 
staff quarters be incurred in the ratio of 8 : 2. 

(ii) Plans and estimates for additional hospltals/aunexes 
may be sanctioned so as to provide upto 5 beds per thou¬ 
sand employees as approved at the time of sanctioning 
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new projects. Normally, the limit of 4 beds per thou¬ 
sand employees as already fixed shall not be exceeded 
and only in exceptional cases the additional beds will 
be sanctioned after ensuring that there is acute necessity 
for additional beds depending upon the incidence of 
diseases requiring hospitalisation based on the occu¬ 
pancy of beds in the existing ESI hospitals in that area. 
The expenditure on hospital beds is subject to a limit 
of Rs. 170 per “covered" employee. (The limit 
was [raised [to Rs. 200 per capita by the Standing 
Committee of the ESI Corporation in its meeting held 
on 19-6-1978). 

(iii) For purposes of securing land, additional employees 
as are likely to be covered in the next 2 years as on the 
date of sanction of the proposal may also be taken into 
account for working out the number of beds admissible. 
Plans and estimates for the construction of additional 
beds may, however, be sanctioned only after notification 
has been issued by the State Government under Section 
1(5) of the E.S.I. Act. 

(iv) Plans and estimates for construction of other buildings 
such as dispensaries, specialist centres, offices for the 
Administrative Medical Officers, Medical Stores, 
etc., may be sanctioned on merits of each case without 
any limitation on per capita basis, because expenditure 
on such works is of minor character.

OTHER MATTERS OF INTEREST 

18.1 During the year 1979-80, work measurement study on the 
norms and standards was finalised/couducted for (i) various 
functionaries for Grade 1 Regional Offices, (ii) E.S.J. Dispen- 
sarie.s in Delhi having more than 5 Doctors to cover the clerical, 
para-medical and Group ‘D’ employees, (Hi) Directorate (Medi¬ 
cal) Delhi to determine the strength of Lower Division Clerks, 
Upper Division Clerks, Hoad Clerks and OflBcers in that Direc¬ 
torate and (Iv) various Divisions in Headquarters Office of the 
Corporation. For 1980-81, 9 other projects have been identified 
for study: it includes a study of the machinery for compilation 
and maintenance of data relating to long-term benefits and other 
statistical data; and Method Study of Revenue Recovery Bran¬ 
ches in Regional Offices. 

18.2 An evaluation study of the cash system of collection of 
contributions was undertaken in Delhi, Rajasthan, Karnataka 
and Andhra Pradesh Regions.
